' a lecture delivered b r. Mil- 


ler, President of the Board of 
Trade, and also President of 
the Canadian Club of Orillia, 
Ont., in the Methodist Church 
on Monday night, and from the 
standpoint = g wit and humor, 
logic and -pathos, it was mas- 
terly.

As soqgn as the explosion oc- 
curred hundreds of citizens were 
on the spot, and the injured 
baggage man was taken from A 
the ruins and rushed to the 
hospital. An examination 
showed. that .his left leg was 
shattered to such an extent that 
immediate amputation was ne- 
cessary, and the operation was 
at once performed. In addition 
to injuries to his legs, McLeod 
was terribly burned, his whole 
body being a mass of ! charred 
flesh. ter the operation the 
deceased rallied well, and hopes 
were entertained that the doct- 
ors would be able to pull him 
through. The work of the doct- 
ors end nurses was without: a- 
vail, however, and about five 
o'clock Friday morning death 
relieved the injured man of his 
awiul = sufferinge.. Bickford, 
who is suffering from burns and 
shock, is rapidly regaining 
strength under the careful care 
of his doctor and the nurses of 
the hospital.
